Milking Lead Pencils 


Missouri—particularly the Ozark 


hills-—furnishes the greater part of 
r.lie wood used in making lead pen- 
cils. 
Though many other varieties 


have been tried, none has proved as 
satisfactory as the red cndnr. 
The 


cedars grow on tho rocky hillsides all 
thru the White rive district of Mis- 
souri. They are small stunted trees, 
seldom reaching a diameter of moie 
than a foot at the butt. At the mill 
the logs are first cut lengthwise by 
circular saws into planks. These are 
cut into right lengths for lead pen- 
cils, and those chunks go into the 
hands of men who, with circular saws 
rip them up into what are colled 
"slats." Only the red heart of the 
log is used; the white sa,pwood is 
thrown away. The slats are bound in 
bundles and sent to New York, where 
the greater part are worked up into 
lead pencils, and the remainder goes 
to lead pencil factories in Europe.

ham for a Burying Place, Mas 


Stood Ravages of Time. 


The tombs of the patriarchs In Jeru- 


salem, the cnvo of Muchpolah, which i 
Abraham bought for "n possession of j 
u burjlng place," is still In existence. 
For forty centuries it withstood tho 
ravages of time nnd men, relates a 
, rlter. 


U U altunted In the town of Hebron, 


10 miles south-southwest of Jerusalem, 
and sheltered from prof n nation by a 
Mahometan mosque that rises ribove It. 
The tomb contains Iho whole- patri- 
archal family, with Hip exception of. 
Kuclicl, The CIIVH Is divided into an 
upper tincl a lower compartment. Only 
tho upper compartment Is accessible to 
tlio priest In charge of tho mosque, 
but ho only enters it In times of great 
calamity, and for tho sole purpose of 
praying. 
As to trie lower compart- 


ment, where repose the illustrious fa- 
thers of the Jewish nation, they re- 


uinlncd completely oioscd until the 
year ISO'.;, when, for the llrst time, 
King 1'Mwaitt Vll, then the prince 
of Wulcti. together with Doctor Sinn- 
ley, the dean of Westminster Abbey, 
nnd two other friends, were granted 
admission..

soph, Abraham's tomb, which has the 
form of. u collln with a shelving ridge, 
Is about eight feel high, and Is set in 
the cemented stone and marble.

EFFICIENCY GOWN 


IS NEWEST IDEA 


New Tork.—^This season of the year 


•witnesses the annual performance of 
stirring stunts to keep the women In- 
terested in the question of apparel. 
Heretofore, the traders huve had two 
excellent pegs .on which to hang new 
clothes at this time of the year: the 
eiodus to Palm Beach and the Incom- 
ing of midseason French fashions. 


But this year the trade has added a 


third peg to the row on which the two 
others were placed. They have had 
a sop thrown to them by the govern- 
ment in the nature of a request to 


Sleeveless blouse of plaid velours. 


It is made in two sandwich panels with 
plaited, plain velours at the sides. The 
sash goes through buttonholes In the 
middle of the back and front and is 
finished with fringed ends. The short 
sleeves and turn-over collar give room 
for the frock to show. 
make gowns out of as little wool as 
possible, and they have pledged them- 
selves In a body to keep within the 4%- 
yard measurement for n suit gown. 


This third peg was an actual stim- 


ulus to production. It offered a broad 
•white way to exploitation. It fairly 
bubbled and seethed with advertising 
possibilities. It was taken up by the 
trade as eagerly aa a brilliant phrase 
of a statesman Is caught up by the 
multitude and made a part of an ap- 
peal to war. 
Each man jumped to his scissors, his 


pencil and his material and went to 
work to beat all his competitors In pro- 
ducing a costume to -which he could 
point with pride and say, with a spread- 
ing, arrogant gesture, "this is the ulti- 
mate pinnacle on which art and econo- 
my can stand entwined." 
"I have made n gown from 1% 


yards of worsted," said a famous Fifth 
avenue designer, "and It Is good to look 
at.""I hope the woman Is," said the lis- 
tener. 
"Oh, I have added other materials, 


quickly explained the designer. "The 
gown does not affect the minimum of 
visibility." 
The frock had to be brought down 


from the workrooms to prove the point 
that Its wearer -would not break the 
law of economy In wool or that of 
proper drapery. It was of black wool- 
en material, made with a.hodlce that 
became a bib In front and a long panel 
In back fastened with bone buttons 
from neck to heels. The undersllp was 
of plaited black satin, with a sash of 
Itself that tied loosely over the wide 
sandwich back. 


This is only one example out of hun- 


dreds that are being- offered. 


A Chance for the Trade. 
Exploitation Is the life of the trade 


In women's clothes. When the govern- 
ment joined hands with the traders in 
helping them over a serious situation, 
there was Joy In the land of apparel- 
On every side, we hear of efficiency 
blouses, economy gowns and conserva- 
tion suits. Each firm assures us that 
less than three yards of wool 18 em- 
ployed In each costume, because the 
arm Is too patriotic to withstand the 
appeal of the government 


The traders are trying to go the gov- 


ernment ' "one better" and not even 
reach the maximum measurement of 
4% yards per suit. 


Individual designers Insist that no 


•wool should be used In the new clothes. 
They confine their acceptance of It to 
embroidery made from ends of yarn 
that cannot he used for knitting. 


We are shown remarkable street 


frocks and restaurant gowns which de- 
pend for their color and brilliancy 
upon waste paper basket materials, so 
we are told—quarter yards of colored 
•wools that were left from army and 
navy garments. 


We are shown efficiency gowns In 


which a gold-colored foundation Is cov- 
ered by a black georgette surface, the 
latter unhooking at the shoulders and 
dropping down to form an ornamental 
apron on the skirt, to disclose a low- 
necked satin blouse suitable for a res- 
taurant and a party. 
There ore economy costumes In 


which a georgette foundation In pas- 
tel color is disclosed when a one-piece 
jersey tunic or polonaise is taken from 
It. With the latter in Its place, the 
gown is suitable for shopping, lor 
trains and for the morning activities; 
and with the somber jersey pinafore 
shed, the georgette gown becomes a 
fragile thing, a butterfly emerging from 
its dull-colored cocoon.

gown that Is covered by the medieval, 
sleeveless affair of wool or some other 
protective material. As these long 
tunics are fastened down the middle of 
the front or buck, they are easily re- 
moved. A sash Is girdled about the 
hips once or twice, to give them char- 
acter. 


That Sleeveless Blouse. 


What may be safely called a medie- 


val garment is the sleeveless blouso 
that Insists upon being seen at every 
turn of the fashions. There Is noth- 
ing new about the loose, straight tunic 
cut off at the hips or below, and wo 
once wore It In a half-hearted fashion, 
calling It a Russian blouse.

New Breaking Bridle. 


The claim- made for a new breaking 


bridle is that It is so designed that it 
gives remarkable control over an un- 
manageable horse, because pressure 
can be exerted on certain o£ the ani- 
mal's spinal-cord nerves.
